Dacoit Jagmohan Singh formed a gang some time in 1963 
and had been committing murders, dacoities and kidnappings 
for ransom. He had been operating in the districts of Bhind, 
Morena, Gwalior and ShivpurJ of Madhya Pradesh and the 
adjoining areas of Rajasthan and Uttar Pradesh. On the 
afternoon of 31st July, 1969, information about the presence 
of the gang of dacoit Jagmohan Singh was received by Shri 
Rajendra Jeet Khurana. He Immediately informed the D.I.G. 
of Police and prepared a plan of action. The Police party 
were divided into two main groups and were deployed on both 
sides of river Asan which divides the Districts of Morena and 
Bhind. The Police parties on both these sides of river were 
further divided into small groups and were asked to proceed 
in batches of 8-9 persons and take up positions at various 
escape routes of the dacoits and other vulnerable points before 
the morning of 1st August, 1969. In the early morning of 
1st August, the dacoits first came in contact with the Police 
deployed near village Sunaripura, in Bhind restrict. In this 
encounter, three dacoits were shot dead by the Police. The 
dacoits then tried to escape towards the East in the direction 
of village Sohans and hid themselves in a Nala. Shri Khurana 
himself led the Police party near village Sohans. The scout 
of Shri Khurana’s party noticed something unusal in the nala 
and asked the dacoits to come out, but the dacoits opened 
fire on the Police. Shri Khurana returned the fire. He then 
left a part of the section of the Police to keep the dacoitR 
engaged and he himself moved about 50 vards to the left to 
attack the position of the dacoits from the left flank. The 
dacoits then withdrew into a Tavine and escaped Shri 
Khurana assembled his party and chased the dacoits in the 
ravines unmindful of the risk involved. But for Shri Khurnna's 
courage, the dacoits* gang would have escaped, 
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Finding that it was difficult to escape from that direction, 
the dacoits turned towards the river to cross from another 
spot about 400 yds. away. Shri Hare Ram Singh, Head 
Constable, had been positioned at that spot which is opposite 
to village Bhidosa. The dacoits tried to break through the 
Police cordon but Shri Hare Ram Singh and the four consta- 
bles of his party returned the fire with such determination 
and speed that the dacoits withdrew and turned towards river 
Asan in order to cross over to the other side. The dacoits 
then crossed the river Asan. Shri Hare Ram Singh con- 
tinued to chase the dacoits in disregard of his safety. The 
bullets of the dacoits were spraying water from the other side 
of the river but Shri Hare Ram Singh continued to advance 
and waded through the rivor. 

In this encounter, Shri Rajendra Jeet Khurana and Shri 
Hare Rant Singh exhibited valour and conspicuous gallantry 
and this bold action liquidated 17 dacoits. 

2. These awards are made for gallantry under rule 4(i) of 
the rules governing the award of the President’s Police and 
Fire Services Medal and consequently in the case of Shri 
Hare Ram Singh the award carries with it the special allowance 
admissible under rule 5, with effect from the 1st August.

Coy. Commander was deploye* in the 
^ hara SPur on the Morena side to searchhhe area 
along the bank of river Asan. When the dacoits crossed 
liver and came on the Morena side, Shri Nawab Singh divided 
uie roheo party mto three groups in order to chase the 
dacoits. While one of the parties was commanded by Shri 
Nawab Singh himself, the second was commanded by Shri 
Kang Bahadur Yadav, Sub-Inspector and the third Police party 
was headed by Shri Indra Bahadur Srivastava. The party of 
Shn Nawab Smgh was in the middle while those of Shri Rang 
Bahadur Yadav and Shri Indra Bahadur Srivastava were on 
the left and right flanks ^ respectively. When they saw that 
the dacoits had crossed river Asan, and after encounter with 
the Police had stained towards village Lepa. Shri Nawab 
Singh with three Police Panics ran towards them. Shri Indra 
Bahadur Srivastava chased the dacoits for about a mile 
exchanging Are with them. At one stage he thought that the 
dacoits would head towards the ravines of the river Asan 
beyond village Lepa. He immediately sent Shri Sehdeo Singh 
along with two other constables to take up position, and pre- 
vent the escape of the dacoits in the ravines on the south east. 
Shri Sehdeo Singh ran in the open unmindful of the risk 
involved, reached the mouth of the ravines and checked the 
escape of the dacoits into the ravines. It was because of the 
heavy fire and gallantry exhibited by Shri Sehdeo Singh that 
the dacoits changed their direction.

The gang then turned towards a mound, Shri Rang Baha- 
dur Yadav and LMG Gunner Shri Karan Singh ran for nearly 
500 yards to take up position in the south east Of the mound. 
The gang tried to stop the advance of the Police party by 
firing on them but the Police party remained undeterred and 
prevented the dacoits from entrenching themselves in the 
deserted village. 


Statement of services for which the decorations have been 
awarded. 

Dacoit lagmohan Singh had formed a gang some time in 
1963 and had been committing dacoities, murders, and 
kidnappings for ransom. On 31st luly, 1969, information 
about the presence of the gang of dacoit lagmohan Singh was 
received by the Superintendent of Police, Bhind. A plan of 
action was prepared and various searching and driving parties 
were deployed on both sides of the Asan river in the Districts 
of Morena and Bhind to check, the escape of the dacoits into 
the ravines and to other vulnerable points. The Police party 
was divided into two main groups which were further divided 
into small Police parties. These parties were detailed to 
proceed on the night of 31st luly to take up their respective 
positions before the morning of 1st August, 1969. The 
Police had a number of encounters with the dacoits. Tn the 
first encounter, which took place near village Sunaripura in 
Bhind District, three dacoits were killed. Another encounter 
took place near village Sohans and then opposite to village 
Bhidosa. Thereafter the dacoits crossed the river Asan and 
entered Morena District. The Police continued to chase 
them. The dacoits also had several encounters on tire 
Morena side. Firstly they had encounter near village 
Bhidosa immediately after crossing the river. Another en- 
counter took place near a mound and then near a dry canal, 
Finally they had an encounter near a field when they were 
surrounded by the Police on various sides and were killed. 


In the first encounter while searching party, led by Shri 
Aran Kumar Babbar, Shri Arjun Singh and Shri Bal Bahadur, 
was proceeding towards the ravines near village Sunaripura, 
they were fired upon by the dacoits. Shri Babbar asked Shri 
Bal Bahadur to charge the dacoits from the front while he 
and Sbri Arjun Singh moved from the flanks. Shri Babbar, 
unmindful of the grave danger to his life, advanced in the 
open and encouraged his men. Subsequently, when the 
dacoits crossed the Asan river, .Shri Babbar waded through 
the water and chased the dacoits. The bullet* fired by the 
dacoits kept on kicking up water on all sides but Shn Babbar 
continued to lead his men undeterred by the fire of the dacoits. 
Later on when the dacoits after crossing the Asan river took 
shelter near village Bhidosa, Shri Babbar climbed a roof and 
encouraged his men to follow him. Shri Arjun Singh was 
posted near village Sohans. While searching the ravines he 
was fired upon by the dacoits from a close range but unmind- 
ful of the risk involved he re-organlsed his men and launched 
an attack on the dacoits. In the encounter two dacoits were 
killed and the remaining dacoits were forced to flee and cross 
the Asan river and run into the ambush laid on the Morena 
side. 


After the dacoits had been prevented from escaping into 
the ravines they changed their direction and ran towards the 
dry canal. Shri Pahalwan Singh, Company Commander was 
positioned on the canal side to prevent the escape of the gang 
from that direction. He immediately divided his Party into 
two groups and advanced towards the dacoits. Though the 
police party was out-numbered, they held their positions 
bravely and foiled the attempts of the dacoits to break the 
Police cordon from that direction. Thev compelled the 
dacoits to turn back and flee in the opposite direction, Shri 
Pahalwan Si nab continued to cbftse the fleeing dacoits and 
also took a leading part in the final assault on them Tn the 
encounter Shri Pahalwan Si noli exhibited initiative and 
bravery. His LMG Gunner. Sbri Kinder Singh, ran in the 
open for nearly 800 yards 1o take ur> position to stop the 
advance of the dacoits to canal. He exhibited outstanding 
bravery and courage In rushing to the place of his deploy- 
ment. He also exhibited conspicuous gallantry In moving In 
the open without any cover Towards Ihe advancing dacoits. 
Tn the final assault also Shri Kinder Singh led his men bravely 
to charge the gang. 

When all the attempts of dacoits to escape were foiled and 
the various Police parties wens closing on them from the 
flanks, Shri Karnail Singh was asked to run and close unon 
the gang from the front. Shri Karnail Singh, unmindful of 
the risk involved, himself opened fire with LMG and thu«* 
sealed the route of the dacoits, After the da-cobs bad crossed 
riven- Asan. Shri Ram I M Verma contacted various police 
parties deployed on the Morena side of the Asan river in dis- 
regard of his personal safety. He deployed the various noli-e 
parties in such » way that the escape routes of rbr. dacoits 
were cut off. He organised 1 3 encounters with the darnits 
in the whole action which lasted fo>- about three hours. Shri 
Verma also foiled the last bid of the dacoits to escape. 

To this encounter with the gang of dacoit Janmohan Singh 
all the Police officers mentioned above exhibited conspicuous 
gallantry and liquidated 17 dacoits including the gang leader.

Peer Ghulam Hassan Shah was specially deputed to conduct 
investigations in this dacoity. After investigation it was 
icamt by the Police that the members of the gang who had 
committed the dacoity were residing in a house in village 
ISarsu District Anamnag, The house had a number of escape 
routes. On the morning of 16th January, Peer Ghulam 
Hassan Shah decided to conduct a raid on the hideout of the 
gang. A polico party consisting of amongst others, Shri Ali 
Mohd, Watali and Shri Abdul Rashid Mir headed by Peer 
Ghulum Hassan Shah surrounded the hideout of the gang. 
Peer Ghulam llassan Shah, Shri Ali Mohd. Watali and Shri

On the evening of 15th August, 1970, a fierce fighting tool, 
place on Kali Ghat Road, Calcutta, between two rival groups 
of anti-social elements. Street lights in the area were switch- 
ed off and high explosive bombs, acid bulbs and pipe .Rons 
were freely used bv the warring groups. Dn receiving inlor- 
mation Shri Santosh Kumar Bose rushed to the spot with a 
small police force, On the arrival of the police force they 
became the target of attack by both the warring parties, fcven 
though the Police party was encircled by the -violent crowed yet 
Shri Bose did not lose his nerves and fought a pitched battle 
with the assailants. He opened firo on the assailants as a 
result of which a notorious goonda was shot dead. He was 
himself injured in the encounter but did not lo.se courage and 
dispersed the assailants. 

Tn another incident on the evening of 17th September, 1970 
Shri Bose, accompanied by a police parly repelled the raid 
by certain extremists on the Kalighat Police Station and saved 
the sentries and the police personnel from injury. They also 
saved Government property from damage.

Navla Scharia was moving in the vicinity of -village Modan- 
pur about 40 miles away from Shivpuri. Shri Khanna col- 
lected the available police force and reached the jungle of 
Madunpur in the night. On reaching there, he found mat tho 
gang was present in the verandah of a house in village Jhadet 
about 4 miles away, Shri Khanna divided the Police force 
into four parties and laid a cordon round the hideout of the 
dacoit. When the Police party went closer to the hideout, the 
sentry of the gang spotted the Police and fired on the Polico 
party. The leader of the gang Navla Scharia made a despe- 
rate bid to escape in the adjoining jungle. But Shri Khanna 
gave a chase to dacoit Navla Sehana and when the dacoit 
leader came within the fire range of Shri Khanna, he took a 
quick aim and killed the dacoit.

The three constables also fired with their TMC and a rifle. 
They launched several attacks on the dacoits. The dacoits 
directed heavy fire on them but they remained undeterred. 
In the encounter they shot dead seven dacoits. 

The above mentioned officers displayed courage and cons- 
picuous gallantry. They remained in the fore-front in com- 
plete disregard of their personal safety and foiled the attempts 
of tho dacoits to break the cordon and escape in the jungle.

No. G-25017/ I /70-L//,— -In (his Ministry’s Resolution No. 
G-25017/ 1/7U-JL1I, dated the 20th January, 1971. a Com- 
mittee was constituted to investigate comprehensively the 
working of the Land and Development Office. Tho terms of 
reference of the Committee were mentioned in para 2 of that 
Resolution. It has now been decided that, in addition, the 
Committee will also inquire into and report on the follow- 
ing matters : — 

(i) There are three different agencies dealing with land/ 
built-up properly in Delhi, viz. the Lund and Deve- 
lopment Office, the Delhi Development Authority 
and the Municipal Bodies. Misuses/breachcs are 
objected to by the I and and Development Office 
under the terms of the lease, by the Delhi Develop- 
ment Authority for the violation of the Master Plan, 
and by the Municipal Bodies for the violation of the 
Municipal bye-laws. While it is argued thut there is 
nothing wrong in this inasmuch as each Body takes 
action from a separate point of view for violation of 
its own vulcs/byc-laws. there have been protests from 
the general public that they are penalised for the 
same ollcnce three times by three different Bodies. 

(ii) Use of residential premises for any other purpose, 
especially for commercial purpose, is a violation of 
the terms of the lease and of the Master Plan. 
Insofar as the L&DO is concerned, at present, Gov- 
ernment ignores violations to a limited extent by 
lessees or their tenants who are professionals like 
doctors, dentists, architects, engineers, lawyers etc. 
(to (he extent that they can use up to 500 sq. ft. 
of accommodation in their residential houses for 
their professional purposes provided they are resid- 
ing on the premises. It is claimed by lessees that

this concession is not enough and that the condition 
requiring residence on the premises and the restric- 
tion on die area to be used should be completely 
removed. There is also demand to extend the benefit 
of condonnblc breaches to new professions, such as 
that of artists, painters, sculptors, heuuly specialists 
etc. The demand is that the list should he made 
more exhaustive. 

(iii) Due to lack of shopping facilities in certain Colonies, 
specially the Refugee Colonics in Delhi, which were 
put up in haste und are ill-planned, certain residential 
premises are being used for commercial purposes by 
the lessees or by their lenaniN, Wholesale relaxation 
will change the character of tho locality, There is 
demand for condonation of breaches in individual 
cases, especially whore the misuse is committed by the 
original lessees who were given these residential 
premises as a rehabilitation measure. 

tiv) The Municipal bye-luws have been liberalised since 
the land was leased by the L&DO. For instance, 
more coverage is now permissible than was a few 
years ago. The Policy of the Land and Develop- 
ment Office at present is to recover additional charges 
for construction of additional coverage. The L&DO 
permits constmctnui only (o ihe extent as was per- 
missible under the Municipal bye-law., <u the time 
of the lease. To claim these additional charges, 
the L&DO adopts a formula uiidei which u notional 
area is assumed to be required to put up the addi- 
tional construction and charges for additional cons- 
truction are not claimed on the basis of the actual 
construction, it is claimed lhal the lease having been 
once granted, the benefit of additional coverage, if 
any, permitted by the Municipal bye-laws should go 
to the lessee, without Government coming into the 
piclure, 

(v) In cases where residential premises are let out by the 
lessees to their tenants expressly for residential pur- 
poses and the tenants misuse the premises either by 
opening an ollice or some other commercial activity 
in them, the lessee cannot do anything but go to 
a court of Law for the eviction of ihe tenant. The 
litigation process beinij lengthy, it takes several years 
to have the tenant evicted. Sometimes, the landlord 
may not win the case and thus may not even he 
able to evict the tenant. Nevertheless, the L&DO 
claims dtimuges from the lessee on the ground that 
the lease-deed is between the lessor anj the lessee 
and the lessor Juts no standing to deal with the 
tenant(s) of the lessee. There is complaint that this 
acts harshly on the landlord who, on the one hand, 
has to incur expenditure on litigation and, on the 
other, has to pay damages to the L&DO. In such 
cases, it is suggested that some means equitable to 
both Govt, and the lessee should be found, e.u. by 
which the tenant can be made legally responsible 
for the misuses and could be forced to pay the 
damages direct to Govt, or to get out of the pre- 
mises, 

The Committee will make a special report on item (ii) 
above in advance of its final report covering the other terms 
of reference.
